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(54) MODULE ADDRESS 
SETTING CIRCUIT 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To permit setting of 
a module address 
automatically and electrically 
without providing individual 
module switch or jumper by 
setting the module address in 
a register via a bus. 

CONSTITUTION: A control 
circuit 1 outputs the module 
address, which is to be set in 
the beginning of a module 21, 
on an address bus signal 
conductor 3, and drives an 
address set control signal 
conductor 5. A identifying 
circuit 10 writes the module 
address which is output on an 
address bus 3 to an address 
register 7. Then, the control 
circuit 1 outputs the module 
address, which is to be set in 
the second module, on an 
address bus signal conductor 
3, and drives an address set 
control signal conductor 5, 
since the first module is 
already set, the circuit 10 
relays an address set signal 
directly to the address control 
signal conductor 6, and sets it 
to the address register of the 
second module 22. 
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
